ard. This is the largest realty pur- 
chase by Covina residents in several 
years. 
The entire tract is said to 


be the best of orange land. The trans- 
action is made without the considera- 
tion being made public. 


The pdoperty is situated a mile and 


a half from the town of Ducor, having 
about 500 inhabitants. It has been in 
the market for some time, and has 
been t very favorably looked upon by 
experienced orange growers through- 
out the state, but the size of the tract 
has deterred many investors of small 
capital. One of the best known orange 
growers of the San Gabriel valley 
looked over this region where the 
Potter-Moxley ranch is situated for 
nearly ten years, watching the cli- 
matic conditions, and taking tempera- 
tures at different seasons.

Spraying and Fumigating of Peppers 


Does Not Turn the Trick, Says 


Commissioner. 


County Horticultural Commissioner 


Meserve has concluded to advise the 
calling of a halt in the spraying and 
fumigating of pepper trees for the 
elimination of the black scale. Brief- 
ly, in an interview with the Argus this 
week, the commissioner stated that 
he found that spraying and fumigating 
had little effect on scale eradication 
when applied to such large and scat- 
tered area as that possessed by a 
sprangling pepper tree. For this rea- 
son, knowing that a great deal of this 
work was going on, and that much 
more is contemplated, he has rescind- 
ed his order for the work to be done 
in and about country property, arid is 
advising that it be discontinued else- 
wLere. 


The result of the work of attempt- 


ing to eliminate the black scale from 
pepper trees has been that hundreds 
of the finest shade trees in the county 
have already been cut down. The a- 
mount of danger from black scale 
breeding is not considered commensu- 
rate with the loss of these splendid 
shade trees. The city of Covina is en- 
gaged in cutting out every other pep- 
per tree around the grammar school 
grounds,-and will cut out many trees 
in the school yards, but it is under- 
stood that.this is being done for the 
benefit of the trees by thinning, and 
with no desire of depriving the city of 
shade.

California Might Be Advertised Dir- 


ectly Through Appropriation of 
, 
State Funds. 


The organization that corresponds 


to that of a chamber of commerce in 


California, is poshing a 


be" presented to the state legis- 


lature, asking for an appropriation 
for the direct advertising of Califor- 
nia. The body of citizens is known 
as the Richmond Industrial Commis- 
sion. 


The appropriation would be expend- 


ed under state supervision. The boards 
of trade and similar organizations, in- 
cluding the newspapers, are asked to 
support the measure. Comment Is be- 
ing withheld by the newspapers, but 
a certain amount of publicity is not 
refused. The act is entitled as follows: 


"An act appropriating three hundred 


thousand dollars, to be expended un- 
der the direction of the state board of 
examiners, for the purpose of adver 
tisiag the resources of the state of 
California and calling attention to its 
agricultural, horticultural and ndus 
trial advantages, one-half of said sum 
to be expended during the fiscal year 
commencing July 1st. 1911. and the re- 
maining one-half to be expended dur- 
ing the fiscal year commencing July 
1st, 1912."

CLEAN CITRUS ORCHARDS. 


It is estimated that over ?100,000 has 
been expended this season in fumigat- 
ng citrus trees in Covina and conti- 
guous territory. 
This is in excess of 


other years; not wholly because of the 
prevalence of black scale, but because 


^ronvers have awakened more than 


ever to the necessity of a thorough 
cleaning of the citrus trees as a com- 
munity or locality, instead of doing 
the work in patches. 


thorough clean-up of the citrus groves; 
the horticultural commission can order 
work done only when the trees or or- 
chard become a menace. This is as 
far as the commission may go. It is 
therefore a matter which is strictly 
up to the intelligence of the grower, 
for he saves money, | trouble and 
possible failure of crops by going after 
the black scale often enough to keep 
it absolutely in control. Fumigation 
that waits on the order of the hor- 
ticultural commission is of the kind 
that is similar to paying a bill after 
interest has been charged for several 
months. The bill must be paid some- 
time, and it is the same with fum- 
igation—it has to be done sometime, 
or the orchard will deteriorate in the 
meantime, and eventually comes the 
summons from the county officials. 


Covina has seen to it this year that 


the groves are cleaned. This has been 
brought, about by the teaching of the 
rancher that fumigation is an actually 
essential thing, without which he can-

NOTHING THE MATTER. 


Gossip Concerning Nitrate of Soda 


Hard to Run Down, But 


Groundless. 


The Argus has been keeping watch 


of the controversy that has been rag- 
ing back and forth between the Unit- 
ed States and England, relative to 
the use of nitrate of soda on agricul- 
tural lands. To use the word "rag- 
ing" may seem strong for such a 
peaceful subject, but it most certainly 
has been a most vital question with 
every farmer in all the acres of the 
.TR-orld. 


And it seems that the nitrate people 


have proved their case beyond ques- 
tion. William S. Myers writes the 
following, which seems to be con- 
clusive of at* least one phase of the 
matter: 


Some time since a convention of 


horticulturists, in Los Angeles, dis- 
cussed the question of the accumula- 
tion of black alkali in the soil. 


One speaker made the statement 


that the use of nitrate of soda would 
result in such accumulation—stating 
that in England this had become the 
case, and that English farmers were 
avoiding the use of nitrate. 


The incorrectness 
of this 
latter 


statement is shown by the fact that 
the use of nitrate of soda increased 
last year by ten per cent in England, 
and its use is constantly growing 
there, and nitrate is coming to be 
more appreciated there as it is on the 
continent of Europe. 


In fact, everywhere in the world 


where there is progressive experiment 
station work the unique qualities of 
nitrate of soda are putting it ahead 
of 
every other 
nitrogenous 
plant 


food. Nobody who advocates the ra- 
tional use of fertilizers ever recom- 
mends 
such 
large 
quantities 
of 


nitrate of soda per acre as would re- 
sult in any abnormal accumulation 
of alkali sajts. Moreover, the use 
of 
acid 
phosphates, 
associated 
as 


they are frequently with sulphate of 
lime, converts any alkali residue into 
harmless forms of soda. Besides, of 
the vast majority of soils in the 
United 
States, probably 
ninety-five 


per cent have a tendency to grow 
acid rather than to grow alkali; and 
nitrate of soda is therefore highly 
beneficial k in the 
majority 
of such 


cases. 


The use of potash salts tends to 


leave acid residuals, and when phos- 
phates and potashes are used ra- 
tionally, and in quantities suitable 
for normal plant feeding, the ques- 
tion of nitrate of soda leaving an al- 
kali residue becomes a purely fanci- 
ful 
and highly theoretical, rather 


than a practical one, and is not worth 
the serious attention of a practical 
business 
horticulturist 
or 
farmer. 


Nitrate of soda is needed to help neu- 
tralize these residues. 


In all our literature we recommend 


the rational and not the irrational 
use of fertilizers; i.e., normal amounts 
of the three elements of fertility. 
We never recommend the use of ni- 
trate of soda alone, except at the rate 
of one hundred or two hundred pounds 
per acre, which is a trifling tonnage 
application; 
and we always advise, 


when larger amounts are used, that 
the horticulturist or farmer use as 
much more in quantity of the phos- 
phates and potashes. 
t 


On the other hand, in the case of 


ninety-five per cent of our soils, the 
use of acid phosphate tends to leave 
acid residuals; as sometimes do the 
potash salts. The actual need of ni- 
trate of soda is therefore apparent. 


The vast majority of farm lands of 


our country, where so-called "com- 
plete 
fertilizers" 
have 
been 
used 


have the tendency to become sour 
and acid; and nitrate of soda not only 
could be used indefinitely with an 
extremely beneficial effect for this 
particular purpose, but there is an 
immediate need for it.

FERTILIZATION OF WALNUTS. 


California Growers Beginning to Real- 


ize the Necessity of Replenishing 


the Soil. 


The walnut growers of California 


must, as many of them are now begin- 
ning to, realize the absolute necessity 
of fertilization in order to produce 
walnuts of proper quality. No fruit or 
nut can continue to produce regular 
crops of good quality unless some of 
the ingredients taken from the soil 
are put back. Walnuts are a heavy 
drain upon the soil. 


The quality of many of our wa 


nuts for the past few years has no 
been up to that of previous season 
and many of me growers are con 
vinced 
that 
lack 
of fertilization 


more than climatic conditions, is re 
sponsible for this situation. 


The orange men long ago realize< 


this fact and are yearly applyinM 
enormous amounts of fertilizers wit! 
the result that both the quality and 
production is increasing, while th 
reverse is the case in a few orchards 
where fertilization Is not practiced. 


It is a well known fact that phos 


phates are necessary to produce a 
perfect nut and nitrates are neces 
sary for the growth of I the tree. It 
has been shown that a commercia. 
fertilizer of the above 
ingredients 


properly prepared and properly ap 
plied will produce excellent results 
thouhg they may not be apparent to 
any great extent for the first or sec- 
ond year after such fertilizer is used. 


Mr. P. T. Adams of Tustin has 


one of the oldest walnut orchards 
in the 
country, the production of 


which 
had 
fallen 
off for 
several 


years. About five years ago he be- 
gan to apply fertilizer with the re- 
sult that he has almost trebled the 
production on his orchard. 


In view of the severe criticisms of 


the eastern Jobber on account of 
quality, the subject is being widely 
agitated in Southern California and 
it is reported that many of the more 
progressive growers will this year 
fertilize heavily and iti is believed 
that the practice will become as gen- 
eral with the walnut growers of the 
State as it is at the present time 
among the orange growers. The va- 
rious walnut associations are much 
interested and have taken the matter 
up in earnest.

Orange Season for Covina 


Looks Exceptionally Good 


During this month, when the orange 


narket is experiencing 
a quietude 


which 
is something that generally 


happens at some portion of the sea- 
son each year, it is well to consider 
the optimistic report from the Califor- 
nia Fruit Growers' Exchange, which 
gives out word that the estimate of 
45,000 carloads of citrus fruits for the 
season is, if anything, a conservative 
estimate. In spite of a very consider- 
able shortage of water in the San Ga- 
.briel valley territory during the fall 
months, when the fruit was coming to 
maturity, the fruit is going to hold up 
well to estimate,-because of the in- 
crease in the crop on the present 
acreage. 


While the Exchange houses have 


found that the sizes are not what 
they have been in past years, which 
causes some hesitation in the markets, 
the fruit is shipping and standing up 
well, except for some shipments sent 
out during the time of the heavy 
rains, which were picked while the 
groves were wet. This fruit shows 
some decay in the market, and is be- 
ing moved rapidly. The decay is not 
at all a large percentage, however. 


In a recent poll of estimates taken, 


by he Fruit Exchange at a meeting of 
managers, it was found that some 
managers were willing to recede from 
former estimates by five per cent, 
while others reported a desire to in- 
crease the former estimate ten per 
cent. 


One trouble is met with in the east- 


ern markets at the present time— 
the retailers are hanging on to old, 
high prices, and 
therefore 
holding 


back the trade 
somewhat. 
Prices 


which retailers made to the consumer 
when the oranges were in the pink of 
condition, and when these oranges 
were going into a market not over- 


filled with fruit, either citrus or other- 
wise, are still maintained, although 
the broker is giving the retailer lower 
prices. 
The retailer is making, in 


many instances two profits on the 
oranges by the dozen. This has caus- 
ed the orange shipments in some cities 
to move in the same way that they 
do when there is no desire to move 
them quickly. When the fruit is hard 
and in good condition generally, and 
prices may be obtained of the highest 
nature, the retailers made a price in 
accordance; since the fruit has low- 
ered in wholesale prices, the retailer 
still maintains the old price. 
More 


than anything else, has this fact 
brought grief to the agents for Cali- 
fornia oranges in the eastern mar- 
kets. 


Since the rains the Covina fruit has 


been looking exceptionally good. There 
has been some dropping, but nothing 
like what was expected 
before the 


rains, and nothing like what it has 
been reported 
from other communi 


ties. 
Also, this particular shipping 


point, which lies contiguous to the 
Southern Pacific track in the Covinr 
valley, all the way from Charter Oak 
to Covina and Irwindale, has showi 
up a fine crop, better than many local 
ities. One reason for this fact is tha 
growers have been gradually increas 
ing the amount, of fertilizer used, and 
especially is this true the last four 
months, which will have a direct and 
very favorable influence on the crop 
the coming year. Growing oranges is 
becoming to be more and more an ex- 
act science with the ranchers in the 
Covina valley. If all orange and lemon 
growing communities in Southern Cali- 
fornia follow Covina in intensive cul- 
ture, the Fruit Exchange will find it 
necessary to branch out very largely 
in the territory covered in the eastern 
markets.

The United States 
did not adopt a postage stamp until 
1S47. although a tentative use was 
made of it by the New York post- 
office in 1S45.
